Witz and her daughter, Anna Pearl Witz, lived before 
their removal to Minneapolis and the adoption of the 
daughter by Ohas. EL Thompson and Laura E. Thomp- 
son, in 1890, is that the girl is now married to Leo Hurd 
and lives in Tacoma, Wash. It is denied in Elk River 
that Anna Pearl Witz can be connected with the Woodill 
tragedy.

Woodill may have been "Lame Bob" Eastman, a Wall street broker 
who failed a year or more ago. Eastman was arrested in Chicago 
August 4th last year. Eastman failed in New York last July with 
liabilities of from $150,000 to $200,000. 
He was a broker on the 


Consolidated Exchange. 
He left, the city and was arrested in Chi- 


cago on complaints made^by persons who had lost money through 
his operations.

ST. MICHAELS, Md., June 25.—Dead either by the shots of » 


sheriff's posse, or by his own hand, Ernmett E. Roberts, ihe accused 
slayer of beautiful Mrs. Edith May Thompson Woodill, protege of 
Lyman J. Gage, passed beyond the reach of the law today and with 
his death vanished the hope of clearing up one of the most shocking 
crimes the State of Maryland ever has known. 


The coroner has in his possession a letter found on Roberts, or 


Eastman, as he is now supposed to be, addressed to Miss Vinnie 
Bradcom.be, care Klaw & Erlanger, New York. The writer asks the 
girl to come down to Maryland to take charge of his body and prop- 
erty, as he intended to commit suicide. Eastman added that he had 
been out in a boat with four other people, two women and two men, 
and that all had been drunk except himself and one girl; that some 
one struck a girl over the head with a wine bottle and had killed her. 
Hew Light on Murder 


The letter throws a distinctly new light on the situation, but 


the authorities are not prepared to accept this theory of the murder. 


Mrs. Woodill, when last seen, was alone in Roberts company. 


A letter found in the .Roberts bungalow dated June 16th indicated 
there had been visitors and a possible party at the place early last 
week. 


The letter was dated from Easton, Md., and said: "Ryan and 


Short," together with the writer, "Howarth," would be c'own at 12 
o'clock that night, but would leave shortly afterward and were 
sorry Roberts could not go this time, as the girls were all at Anna- 
polis. 


The murder is believed to hive been committed lasi Saturday 
night, the 19th.

dently he wanted his version of the tragedy to be given to the world. 
His life was ended, however, before he had opportunity to mail it. 
In the letter Roberts is said to have declared that when the horror 
of the crime in the launch dawned on his companions they all took 
flight, leaving him to make what disposition he could of the body. 
He realized that the natural supposition of the authorities would be 
'that he had done the deed and he sought to conceal it. He had fin- 
ally learned that concealment wasy impossible and in sheer despera- 
tion was going to take his own life. 


With the lips of both victim and slayer sealed, the story of the 


•struggle in the lonely bungalow on the shores of a tidal inlet of 
Chesapeake Bay; the story of the mad effort of the slayer to conceal 
the identity and dispose of the body of the woman, who though 
twice married was still a mere girl in years; the story of the scenes 
•preceding the fatal attack, and above all, the real motive for the 
deed, for Roberts' version, as written in his last letter, is doubted, 
Mystery Creates Sensation 


The mystery of Mrs. Woodill's antecedents, her brilliant pros- 


•pects and accomplishments, her beauty and the prominence of her 
foster parents and relatives and the brutal manner of her death had 
created an intense sensation in themselves which was further 
' heightened by the death of the man in whose company she was last 
seen. 


Roberts, who-was little known here, is believed now to have as- 


-sumed that name. Robert E. Eastman is believed to have been his 
real name, according to papers discovered today. From dramatic 
.features the death of Roberts could hardly be surpassed. It was the 


• blackest part of a moonless night—the half-hour of darkness just 
'before dawn—that the posse came up with their quarry, who had 
-during the night taken to a row boat and sculled up Back creek. 


Hemmed in on all sides, Roberts tried to sneak out through one 


of the many branches of the creek, but the slight noise made by his 
oars was detected and the watchers saw the dark shadow of his 
-form on the water. There was a sharp command to halt, which went 
unheeded, then another command. Then Roberts fired, whether at 
the posse or at himself, is as yet unknown. 


In answer to his shot the posse sent a 


fusillade in the direction of the boat. 
The man hunters then rowed out to the 
skiff cautiously and found Roberts lying 
in the bottom dead. 


Nation Wide Tragedy 


Thus culminated the most sensational 


tragedy enacted in this state, with ram- 
ifications that have become country-wide 
In extent, through the social standing and 
charming personality of the victim. 


Jealousy may have been the motive. 


Where and under what circumstances 
•Roberts and Mrs. Woodill met Is not 
known, but they are believed to have 
been immediately attracted 
to 
each 


other. Little is known here regard- 
ing Roberts, which name 
he 
gave 


when he came to this region about a 
month ago and purchased a small farm 
near Captain 
Thompson's place. He 


claimed to be a magazine writer and 
newspaper correspondent.. He was po- 
lite and affable in manner, made friends 
readily, but never discussed his private 
affairs.

and gives his alleged reason aa to why 
he did; not vote for acquittal. 


The article appears in the San Fran- 


sisoo Bulletin tills afternoon as follows: 


(BY THEODORE BINNER.) 
Juror In the Calhoun Case. 


As I stood with Hildebrecht In the 


jury room last Sunday morning with tho 
other ten jurors crowding about us and 
endeavoring to break us down, portions 
of the Lord's Prayer came to me. These 
other men by their many arguments con- 
vinced me that they had enthely disre- 
garded the evidence In. the case and 
were deslious of bringing about an ac- 
quittal of Mr. Calhoun bcause of per- 
sonal and selfish reasons. They besieged 
me, calling1 'or both Hildebrccht and me 
to come over to the majority. Some of 
them fell about my neck begging, "Think 
it over, Dinner, 
like a good, 
sensible 


business man. We must brine in a ver- 
dict of acquittal in this case. 
It will 


hurt business unless you come over and 
vote v/lth the majority." 
Writes of Dead Mother 


I again reviewed the case and thought 


over fchat testimony which had gone to 
prove Mr-. Calhoun guilty. I dared not 
vote other than my conscience dictated. 
Again the Lord's Prayer occurred to me, 
bringing with it memories of sermons^ I 
had listened to and the days before my 
mother died, when it was first taught 
to me. 


I hnd kept silent while these other 


members, led by the foreman, tried to 
make Hildebrecht and myself vote as 
they wished, but now I turned to them 
and recited the Lord's Prayer. It was 
Quiet In the jury room and when I came 
to the words, "AND LEAD US NOT.' IN- 
TO TEMPTATION," 
several 
of 
the 


members broke down and cried. Nothing 
was said for some time, and then an- 
other ballot was taken. Hildebrecht and 
I again cast r>ur votes for conviction, 
but we were the only ones. 


"It was a Ions trial and at the time I 
had a, sick boy at home and was called 
upon to make a sacrifice in remaining on 
the Jury. 
Several times, I don't know 


how many, the different Jurors came over 
to me and tried 'to persuade me to vote 
for acquittal that we might all go home. 
Anthes said that we haid better vote 
with the majority and it would all be 
over. 


"Most of the jurors were friendly to 


me durinff the long: trial and sought to 
have Hildebrecht and I vote as they had 
done. I rould not see things that way, 
though. 
What Are Laws For 


"What were the laws drarwn up for 


if they were not to be enforced? I kept 
asking myself. Why, when the founders 
of this government offered up their lives 
that freedom might reigrn In the land I 
couldn't see why I had any right to tear 
dov.Ti the laws. Not when the evidence 


showed so clearly that Mr. Calhoun was 
guilty. Others had made greater sacri- 
ficed that we might enjoy the conditions 
that prevail in America tcday, and I 
could not lend my assistance to thoae who 
would moke tlite a nation where a man 
with a fortune could buy and sell every- 
body. 


"Most of the Jurors In talking over 
the oasa tried to discredit the testimony 
of the Supervisor*.

Acknowledge Mistakes 


"Other witnesses were also accused of 


telling falsehoods on the stand, and theee 
Jurors said they could not believe any of 
them. At one time in the arguments some 
of the members made charges against 
Rudolph Spreckds that wtre not tru 
and I made them acknowledge that the 
were mistaken. They claimed that h 
father bad sold out ttit people and tha 
his son h.id a spite against the defendan 
They talked so much about the dynamit 
ing of Supervisor Gallagher's house tha 
they seemed to think that Mr. Calhou 
was charged with that crime instead o 
bribing the Supervisors.

Jurors Talked 
"All during the trial some of the jurors 
talked over the testimony, although every 
day when we left the court Judge Lawlor 
told us that we must not discuss the case 
and that we should remember our oaths 
Some of tha Jurors camo to me and tried 
to get my opinion ou f.ie testimony given 
by this witness and that witness, but 
would not review it. 'Gentlemen,' I sak 
once, 'we are not supposed to speak about 
these matters until the ease Is over.'

False Motions About Oakland. 


When the editor of the San Diego Union con- 


fesses in the columns of his paper that the state- 
ment Oakland possesses a larger commerce than 
San Diego is news to him and that he was not 
aware Oakland had commerce of any kind,'as he 
presumed all that passed through the Golden Gate 
belonged to San Francisco, he makes public ac- 
knowledgment that he is not abreast of the times 
regarding the commercial 
developments which 


have taken place of recent years in his own State, 
or of the more remarkable commercial changes 
which are taking place now. He was prompted to 
make this display of personal ignorance of condi- 
tions in Oakland because THE TRIBUNE as- 
serted that, if the United States government engi- 
neers considered it essential to dredge the en- 
trance of San Diego harbor to a depth of thirty 
feet for a width of six hundred feet, Oakland har- 
bor, with a much larger commerce, over ten 
times the population than San Diego has, and a 
rich, productive and "populous back-country, which 
San Diego does not possess, tributary to it, fur- 
nishes a much more valid reason for providing it 
with at least the same depth of water for the con- 
venience of shipping, no matter what it will cost 
the government to provide it. Let it be under- 
stood right here that THE TRIBUNE had no 
idea when the statement was published, nor has it 
now in its reiteration, any desire or disposition to 
object to the spending of any amount of money by 
the government in the improvement of San Diego 
bay. Whatever amount that harbor needs to put 
it in perfect condition for commercial utilization 
Congress should appropriate without hesitation. 
Congress has all along been too parsimonious in 
its appropriations for Pacific Coast harbor and 
river improvements in the past. It is time for a 
material -change to take place in its policy and 
treatment of the western seaboard. 


But the San Diego Union's 'comment on' the 


status of Oakland and Oakland's harbor and com- 
merce is only another illustration of how much 
engrossed the editors of Southern California news- 
papers have been for many years past in the boom- 
ing of their own localities and how little thought 
they have given to other sections of the State and 
the 'changes that are taking place in them. An- 
other illustration of the same fact was furnished 
this week by Editor Brundage of the Los Angeles 
Express when passing through Oakland on his 
way to Seattle when he remarked to Secretary 
Stearns of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce: "I 
have not visited Oakland for fifteen years, and I 
am surprised at the marvelous changes that have 
taken place in it and its wonderful growth," ad- 
ding, ''and it is indeed a big and beautiful city.'' If 
the newspaper men of the southern counties desire 
to keep abreast of the times it will pay them to 
keep in closer touch with Oakland in the future 
than they have in the past, for the next five years 
the changes which will be made here will be of 
much greater magnitude and of vastly more im- 
portance than those which have taken place in the 
last few 3 ears. 


Bank Deposit Guaranty Law. 


The latest official report on th? condition of 


the national banks makes an interesting showing 
regarding the operation of the bank deposit guar- 
anty law in Oklahoma, the principle of which be- 
came an isSue in the last presidential election. It 
develops that during the past year sixty-eight of' 
the Oklahoma national banks surrendered their 
charters in order to organize under the State laws. 
The secret of the change is that the deposits in 
the national banks were' steadily decreasing, while 
those in the State banks were as steadily increas- 
ing. During the i year in which the effects of the 
panic were outlived the individual deposits in the 
State 'blanks more than doubled, while those in the 
national banks barely held their own. 


Through the surrender of their charters by the 


sixty-eight national banks $6,500,000 of deposits is 
transferred to the credit of the State banks. 


The latest move on the part of the national 


banks to protect their interests and to offset the 
guaranty deposit of the State banks in which the 
national banks were prohibited by the Federal law 
from sharing, the insurance companies are repre- 
sented to be preparing to issue policies on national 
banks. It is assumed that the Federal law does 
not forbid the national banks to insure their de- 
posits privately and that such insurance will help 
them to meet the competition of the State banks 
which are protected by the bank deposit guaranty 
fund. 


Spreckels and Phelan 
Again Repudiated. 


For the second time this week the citizens of 


San Francisco have refused to be bulldozed by the 
Call and Bulletin and repudiated the dictatorship 
of Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan by 
whom they are respectively controlled, by voting 
down the Geary street railroad bond proposition. 
This is the third time that the effort to saddle the 
responsibility cf building and operating a street 
railway on the municipality, which scheme has 
'Jjeen fathered favored by Spreckels .and Phelan, 
has been defeated by,the people "at the polls. 


The meaning of the 
defeat of the railway 


bonds is quite as plain as was the rejection on 
Tuesday of the several' propositions to issue bonds 
for the beautification of the city, namely, that the 
people of San' Francisco have grown weary of the 
domination of the city and the administration of 
its affairs and the direction of its policies by 
Spreckels and Phelan and will not stand for any 
municipal, project or policy which they favor and 
advocate.

money to prevent disease than to fight 
an epidemic. If tha 2700 pounds of qui- 
nine utilized were put into- 3-graln cap- 
sules, and these laid out in single flic. It 
would make a solid line of quinine from 
Colon clear over to the city of'Panama 
anfl thirty-four miles out to sea. If these 
capsules were placed two abreast in a 
solid line they would connect Colon and 
Pedro Miguel, points forty miles apart. 


According to the figures of the com- 


mission, the average number of employes 
during last year, including those of the 
Panama Railroad, was 43,890 This num- 
ber of patients during the^year who re- 
ceived quinine in tho hospitals was 12,- 
372, while the number of laborers treated 
In the sick camps was 23,600, making a 
total of over 35,000 
This would Indicate 
that about 85 per cent of the total foi._ 
was at least once either in hoslptals or 
in sick camps, in other words,' out of ev- 
ery seven employes six were sick and 
treated once during the year 1908. So 
far as the necessity of quinine Is con- 
cerned, there is a difference of opinion 
among the laity on the isthmus. Some 
use it constantly, others intermittently, 
and still others not at all.

unlearned. But when we read of the .med- 
ical "examining • board of Oklahoma with- 
holding a license to practice from any 
physician suffering from pulmonary tu- 
berculgsla; of health officers In several 
states becoming hysterical when a leper 
escaped from his place of unjust confine- 
ment a few years ago; of the officials of 
another State making prisoners of a re- 
tired army officer and his wife because 
one of them was alleged to have leprosy, 
and now of a man, whom competent 
authorities have declared 
not to "be a 


leper. Imprisoned In the caplta'l of the 
country because h<i Inquired of his physi- 
cian If possibly he "ad leprosy, we wonder 
whether there 
Is a science of public 


health. This Washington case, in which 
public interest has been aroused by the re- 
cent examination of the victim by a well- 
known dermatologist of this city, seems 
to call for some comment, for It presents 
a peculiarly flagrant Instance of official 
cruelty Inspired by unreasoning fear. 
-Analyzing this case, we cannot see the 
slightest ground for even guessing that 
the man had leprosy. He went to Wash- 
ington with an acute inflammatory derm- 
atitis, caused by a vegetable poison, and 
of only five or six weeks' duration. Lep- 
rosy would have taken as many years to 
have involved an equal area so severely. 
During his Imprisonment all this has 
slowly disappeared, without treatment, the 
cause being removed. 


The whole case seems to be one of offi- 
tal blundering. And the blunder is in 
danger of becoming something worse by 
the action of the health officer In placing 
every possible obstacle in the way of the 
man's freedom. The officials of the New 
York Health Department have in writing 
said that he would be admitted here, as 
"for some years past the Board of Health 
of this city has considered that leprosy In 
this climate is not of so infectious or con- 
tagious a nature as to require segrega- 
tion." The New York Skin and Cancer 
Hospital has written that the patient "will 
be admitted to the wards c* this hospital 
•whenever he may come" aflding: 
"We 


have had many cases of true leprosy In 
the hospital, often for considerable pe- 
riods of time, dating back twenty years, 
and have never seen reason to fear the 
disease"; and yet the Washington offi- 
cials, according to the newspaper reports 
of June 14. will not only not discharge him 
from cut.tody, bu.t have even doubled tho 
juard around his place of confinement 
Even assuming that Dr. Bulkley is mis- 
taken and that the man Is really a leper, 
which, in view of the gradual disappear- 
ance of the dermatitis Is scarcely pos- 
sible, there Is absolutely no excuse for 
depriving him of his liberty. Every well- 
informed physician, the profe_ssional lep- 
rophoblacs perhaps excepted, knows that 
eprosy is far less communicable than tu- 
berculosis.—Medical Record.

Eegllsh Women and What 


Is Required surad Feared of Them 


Mrs. M. La Relne Baker of Spokane, 


the first American woman to wave the 
Stars and Stripes in an English suffragist 
parade, has returned to her home, and 
tells of discovering many shocking con- 
ditions among women workers in Eng- 
land. "It takes the noise of a big drum 
to -waken these lethargic Englishmen," 
said Mrs. Baker, "and the 
suffragists 


over there are right in their campaign. 
If they simply paraded quietly they never 
would get a line in a newspaper, and 
Parliament never would hear of them. 
Women in England are abused and ter- 
ribly underpaid. 
In the factories, the 


shops and the mills women do much the 
same work as men, yet always they are 
paid only one-third or one-half of what 
the men receive. 
Their average wage 


runs from |2 to $2.50 per week. 


"English women are forced to do the 


hardeit and roufheit 
kind* of work. 


There are girls who work In the coal 
pits for twenty 
to fifty cents 
a day 


There are girls who work in the coal 
equally with men. There are girls who 
make cement, and In this and other case: 
the work is so unsulted to women's na- 
tures and constitutions that they seidon. 
live ten years at the drudgery."

Tterm*, entomological expert of the sub- 
ject of the fly. 


The presence in largre numbers of the 


pest in I'erkcley has prompted the pub- 
lication of the bulletin, which it Is said, 
will cl^ar up many erroneous bpllet^ con- 
cerning the pest and win be startling in 
its revelations of the danger that attends 
the presence of the house-fly in any 
number In a community. 


Prof. Herms has recently joined the 


facultj' of the University, but has raken 
an active Interest in 'the house-lly cam- 
paign that la to be waged In Berkeley 
as soon as the garbage difficulties aro 
arranged, the presence of i^irbage In any 
quantity making effective work against 
the house-fly Impossible. 
The bulletin 


to be issued by Prof. Herms will be 
one of 'the most comprehensive ever writ- 
ten on the subject.

"Why, gentlemen, I have heard 
of 


no end of fault-finding with the Chamber 
of Commerce 
The pecple are becoming 


disgusted 
Keep the name of the Cham- 


be' of Commerce out of the papers and 
accomplish something." 


Delanoy arose, and looking straight at 


MacKle, called him 
a 
"kicker," 
and 


hurled at his the den to prove that he 
had not always been known as a kicker. 


Mackie took up the gauntlet land then 


excoriated the chamber with bitter in- 
vecthc. He stated that the claims made 
by this body formed the very rock upon 
which the organization was breaking 


"You 
are crying peace, peace, when 


there is no peace," said Mackie. "The 
citizens of this city are against 
this 


swell-headed assumption of the chamber 
in claiming that It is responsible for all 
improvements."

Delanoy brought forth several papers

$2400 from the citizens who in no case, he 
stated, Irad objected to aiding the cham- 
ber in its promotion of the Fourth of I 
July celebration.

Students Deliver Addresses on Relation 


of Church to Education and on 


Civic Ills. 


St. Mary's College of Oakland held its forty-first annual com- 


mencement exercises last night in the large gymnasium, being wit- 
nessed by several hundred of people. 


The college orchestra opened the exercises with a selection from 


the "Merry Widow," after which John P. Doran spoke on modern 
literature and spiritual life, emphasizing that modern writers take 
too much of a material view of things and not enough of the spir- 
itual, with the result that a certain degeneracy was evident. He 
stated that not only in literature, but in every day life was this iact 
true, and that in order to uplift our beings we must not ignore the 
spiritual side. 


He exemplified his remarks with the writings of the present 


age, namely, the novel, which he,said was absolutely pagan in every
